Nuclear plant safeguard 
bills signed by Brown 


Ford raps 
Reagan on 
remarks 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Admitting 
worries about the dangers of nuclear 
energy, Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
signed into law a package of three 
safeguard bills that he says “will go a 
long way toward meeting the concerns 
people have.” 
But, again, the governor and 
Democratic presidential hopeful said he 
will not Uke a stand on the more far 
reaching nuclear power plants initiative, 
Prop. is that faces voters Tuesday. 
Brown put his signature (Mi the legisla­ 
tion in the lobby of a Long Beach motel 
Wednesday, saying it was the toughest 
nuclear control ever enacted by a aute. 
The legislation was fashioned as a 
“moderate” alternative to Prop. 15, and 
Brown called it a, “very responsive, 
very stringent and a very far reaching 
safeguard.” He replied to a question 
that, yes, signing the bills was an indica­ 
tion of his concern about nuclear 
dangers. 
But about Prop. 15, Brown left it this 


way: "It now becomes the prerogative of 
the people to make their own judgment.” 
The governor has been criticized by 
both opponents and supporters of the bit­ 
terly fought initiative for not Uking a 
stand. He once indicated he would make 
his feelings known after the fate of the 
legislation was determined. 
Now, however, he said he would not 
“lend the prestige and aura” of his office 
to one side or another by declaring even 
how he personally intended to vote. 
Although both were advanced as 
safeguard measures, there are major 
differences between the legislation and 
Prop. 15. 
For one thing, the bills, which cleared 
the legislature Tuesday after a five- 
month legislative struggle, would be 
wiped off the books if Prop. 15 passes. 


For another, the bills are very 
specific, dealing with certain questions 
about the “nuclear fuel cycle” and 
whether or not to build reactors un­ 


derground for safety. They would affect 
only future nuclear development, not the 
plants currently operating or in the ac­ 
tive planning stages. 
By contrast, Prop. 15, could phase out 
existing plants as well as forbidding con­ 
struction of any future facilities. It is 
more general, demanding assurances on 
all safety aspects of the huge reactor 
machinery. And, the initiative seeks the 
undoing of recently extended federal 
liability limits for damages in the event 
Of a disastrous accident. 
The initiative requires two-thirds of the 
legislature to pass judgment on nuclear 
safety. The bills leave the decision to the 
state Energy Commission, subject to 
review and veto by the legislature. 
The bills, although themselves highly 
controversial, have drawn less opposi­ 
tion than the initiative and fewer warn­ 
ings of a possible nuclear energy 
moratorium in California, where three 
atomic plants are operating and 28 
others planned by 1996. 
Albert sets up panel to study 
House committee expenditures 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Speaker Carl 
Albert today set up a three-member pan­ 
el to study how House committees spend 
money and said the move was prompted 
by allegations Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, 
used federal funds to keep a mistress. 
The move. Albert told reporters, is “to 
assure both propriety and the ap­ 
pearance of propriety in the administra­ 
tion of House accounts.” 
Albert said the allegations of Elizabeth 
Ray that Hays put her on the House 
Administration Committee staff to serve 
only as his mistress "and other things’’ 
were behind organization of the study 
group headed by Rep. David Obey, D- 
Wis. 
The group, also consisting of Reps. 
Lloyd Meeds, D-Wash. and Norman E. 
D’Amours, D-N.H., will report back to 
the Democratic Steering and Policy 
Committee, a 23-member leadership 
group that recommends party strategy 
to the House Democratic Caucus. 
The “other things” referred to by 
Albert included "the double billing 
thing,” he said. A recent published ac-

count alleged some members of Con­ 
gress were either double billing the 
government for trips to their home dis­ 
tricts or were billing for auto mileage 
rather than the airline fare they incurred 
because the former method returned 
more travel funds. 
Commenting on Hays’ decision Thurs­ 
day to temporarily resign one of his com­ 
mittee chairmanships, Albert said "it’s 
my opinion that he will also step aside” 
as chairman of a second more powerful 
committee. 
The Ohio Democrat agreed Thursday 
to have "a temporary chairm an” 
replace him on the Democratic Congres­ 
sional Campaign Committee “until the 
charge against me has been resolved.” 
But he ignored requests to quit his 
more important port as head of the 
House Administration Committee, which 
oversees the housekeeping chores of the 
House — incl udi ng the many 
prerequisites that mean money and com­ 
fort for the members. 
“There is no way he can satisfy the 
membership without stepping down from 


both,” said House Democratic leader 
Thomas O’Neill of Massachusetts. 


"I don’t think the membership is 
satisfied with Hays stepping aside from 
one area and not the other,” said Rep. 
Dan Rostenkowski, D-Hl 
Seven House Democrats have said 
they will ask a party caucus this month 
to strip Hays of the administration 
chairmanship. 
Hays stepped down from his campaign 
committee position as the House Ethics 
Committee began investigating Miss 
Ray’s charge that Hays put her on a sub­ 
committee payroll at $14,000 a year sole­ 
ly to serve as his mistress. Hays admits 
they had a long affair before his April 
marriage but denies he hired her for that 
purpose. 


Chairman John Flynt, D-Ga., said the 
investigation “will not necessarily be 
confined to allegations made against any 
one person.” This indicated the panel 
might look into rumored sexual es­ 
capades of other members of Congress. 
Administration to seek 
ambulance subsidy end 


A county official says he has the back­ 
ing of the chief administrative officer for 
a recommendation to eliminate sub­ 
sidies for ambulances — but Fourth 
District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
says he will vote to continue the sub­ 
sidies. 
The question arose today when it was 
learned that Frank Gambetta, special 
services officer, was preparing a letter 
to be signed by Ray Johnson asking the 
Board of Supervisors to eliminate the 
subsidy program. Gambetta was to ap­ 
pear before the supervisors Monday. 
Today. Gambetta said the subsidy 
program has been under way for IO or 12 
years and this year costs $72,000 coun- 
tywide He said his recommendation was 
triggered by the request of the operator 
of ambulance services in the south coast 
including Santa Ynez. Solvang and 
Buellton, to get out of its contract with 


the county and also by a price war that is 
currently roiling the ambulance situa­ 
tion in the Santa Maria area 
It was generally conceded that the 
Santa Ynez-Solvang area and Lompoc 
Valley would be hardest hit by the 
recommendation to eliminate the sub­ 
sidy The Lompoc operator, Ken Kelley, 
receives a subsidy of $2,000 a month. 
Gambetta said his recommendation 
was based on the concept that the user of 
the service should pay. At the same 
time, Gambetta said the county would 
still pick up the tab for a "true indigent.” 
Beattie said he doubted that the county 
can back out of its longstanding subsidy 
program. “I’ll vote against the recom­ 
mendation — I may be standing alone on 
the question, but I’ll vote against it,” he 
said this morning He said the subsidy 
program was initiated in the first place 
as the only means of keeping ambulance 
service in some areas. 


United Press International 
President Ford again is using the word 
"irresponsible” to describe Ronald 
Reagan — this time on the challenger’s 
briefly stated willingness to send U.S. 
forces to Rhodesia. 
"I don’t believe it is necessary to in­ 
volve American troops in southern 
Africa,” Ford told reporters at the White 
House Thursday. "Any indication an 
American president would send troops to 
southern Africa is irresponsible.” 
Reagan, campaigning for the Califor­ 
nia GOP presidential primary, said in 
Sacramento Wednesday that the United 
States and Britain should be willing to 
mediate the conflict in Rhodesia and, to 
do this, "occupation forces” might be 
sent in. 
Thursday, Reagan said his position 
was being distorted, possibly because “I 
made the mistake of trying to answer 
hypothetical questions with hypothetical 
answers.” 
"I’m not proposing combat and I’m not 
proposing anything of that kind,” 
Reagan told backers in San Francisco. 
"I am proposing that the United States 
use its good position to try to help two 
countries, or two factions within a 
country, to resolve a problem in their in­ 
ternal affairs, not by imposing on them 
but by offering our help.” 
With the year’s last three primaries 
coming up Tuesday, Reagan has been 
spending most of his time on California’s 
winner-take-all contest but will cam­ 
paign two days in Ohio. Ford, who has 
completed his California appearances, 
stumps this weekend in New Jersey and 
Ohio 
On the Democratic front, Jimmy 
Carter opened his Ohio push with an en­ 
dorsement from former Ohio Gov. John 
Gilligan — a development that disap­ 
pointed Morris Udall. 
“The things John Gilligan stood for are 
much closer to what I am talking about 
than what Jimmy Carter is talking 
about,” said Udall. "I hate to see him 
run to the bandwagon like other people 
are doing.” 
Frank Church canceled the remainder 
of his California schedule because of a 
strep throat and ear infection but plan­ 
ned to campaign this weekend in Ohio.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The number 
of Americans holding jobs in May in­ 
creased to a record 87.7 million as the 
unemployment rate dipped to 7.3 per 
cent, the Labor Department reported to­ 
day. 
In a separate report, the department 
said wholesale prices moved upward 0.3 
per cent last month, less than half the 
rate of increase for April. The slower 
rate of increase was attributed to incen­ 
tive price cuts to auto dealers and sup­ 
pliers of home building materials. 
The apparent slack in inflation was 
particularly good news for President 
Ford’s economic advisers, who clearly 
had not expected it. Combined, the 
reports lent substance to their hopes that 
inflation and unemployment could be 
brought lower than initial estimates for 
1976. 
Initially the administration had es­ 
timated 6 per cent inflation and 7 per 
cent unemployment by the end of the 
year. 
The President immediately seized on 
the new government statistics to show 
his anti-inflation and anti-unemployment 
drive is working and predicted it may 
help him in next week’s Republican pri­ 
mary races against Ronald Reagan. 
Ford, approaching reporters at the 
White House after saying farewell to 
King Juan Carlos of Spain, cited as "ex­ 
tremely significant” the new statistics. 


"These two signs should encourage the 
American people that the ad­ 
ministration’s job-producing program is 
a good one,” he said. 
The 0.2 per cent decline in the rate of 
unemployment from April’s 7.5 per cent 
level was the eighth consecutive month 
without an increase. Not since 1973, just 
prior to the recession, has unemploy­ 
ment shown no increase over an eight- 
month period. 
At the peak of the recession last May, 
the jobless level was 8.9 per cent. 
The number of persons who work hit a 
record peak for the fourth straight 
month, climbing by 300,000 to 87.7 million 
in May. 
The May increase in wholesale prices 
compared to an 0.8 per cent increase in 
April and indicated any renewed infla­ 
tion would be stalled until at least late 
summer. 
May’s unusual price declines for 
lumber products and transportation 
equipment prevented an anticipated 
sharper increase in the Wholesale Price 
Index, which stood at 181.8 on a 1967 
scale of IOO. The WPI was up only 5 per 
cent from a year ago. 
The WPI measures prices that 
producers charge for sales in large quan­ 
tities to wholesalers, jobbers and dis­ 
tributors. The prices ultimately will be 
passed on to consumers at the retail 
level. 
Syrian troops move 
to Mount Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 
troops advanced to Mount Lebanon today 
and the command of Lebanon’s ragged 
and disorganized leftist army asked 
Damascus to send military represen­ 
tatives to Beirut for peace negotiations. 
Scattered clashes in the capital and 
countryside overnight claimed another 
52 dead and 90 wounded, but no major ac­ 
tion was reported and Beirut was calm 
again by morning. 


A column of Syrian troops moved up 
from the Bekka Valley four miles to 
Mount Lebanon overnight and took up 
positions along the town of Tarshish 25 
miles east of Beirut, local reporters in 
the region said. 
It was not clear whether the Syrians 
had actually entered the town yet, but 
leftists who had vowed to defend it ap­ 
parently pulled back without making any 
attempts to resist, they said. 


In Beirut, the command of the 
Lebanese Arab Army called on Syria, 
Libya and Algeria to send military 
delegations for talks aimed at ending 
"the Syrian military invasion of Lebanon 
through mutual understanding and 
cooperation.” 
Although the request was “in threaten­ 
ing terms,” it nevertheless appeared to 
be a complete turnabout from previous 
threats to confront the Syrians who, in 
five days of slow but steady advances, 
have managed to secure most of the 
north and all of eastern Lebanon without 
firing a shot. 
A communique issued in Damascus at 
the end of Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin’s visit affirmed the desire of 
Syria and the Soviet Union to end the 
bloodshed in Lebanon and ensure its 
"integrity.” But it made no mention of 
Syria’s military intervention.

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Rhodesia question dogs 
Reagan in state campaign 


Ronald Reagan’s answer to a 
hyp o th etical question on 
Rhodesia dogged him all the 
way down the California coast 
Thursday as he campaigned in 
Santa Barbara County. 
At a planeside speech at 
Santa Barbara Airport, he was 
greeted by a crowd of about 300 
persons, mostly well-wishers, 
but some detractors were in the 
midst. 
At the back of the crowd, stu­ 
dent groups with an assortment 
of signs, including one that said 
"Hell no. we won’t go to 
Panama. Rhodesia’’ gathered 
but were not acknowledged by 
Reagan. The dissidents were 
orderly and only two or three 
shouted remarks which marred 
the COP presidential can­ 
didate’s brief campaign speech. 
Afterward, he left by car for 
Solvang where he was guest of 
honor at a llOO-a-plate dinner 
Thursday night. He came to the 
county from San Francisco 
where he had been campaigning 
earlier in the day. 
At each stop, the former 
governor was asked about his 
statement that he would send 
American forces to the African 
nation "in the interest of peace 
and avoiding bloodshed’’ while 
opposing sides worked out their 
differences. 
In Washington, President 
Fordland his supporters in 
California attacked Reagan’s 
position. Ford termed it "irre­ 
sponsible.’’ 
Campaigning from San Fran­ 
cisco to the small Southern 
California town of Solvang for 
the June 8 presidential prima­ 
ry. Reagan repeated his stand 
and maintained it had been his 
position all along. 
But the impact of his remarks 
Wednesday in Sacramento was 
apparent in questions posed by 
’ local reporters and by a scat­ 
tering of young people carrying 
signs denouncing Reagan’s 
remarks 
Reagan said at each appear­ 


ance he favored using "good of­ 
fices’’ of the United States, and 
possibly Great Britain as a 
third party to help negotiate a 


settlement for transferring 
power from the white minority 
government of Rhodesia to 
black nationalists.

New construction slowed dur­ 
ing May from the previous 
month, but home construction 
and residential alterations con­ 
tinued high, the City of Lompoc 
Building Department reported. 
Total valuation of all con­ 
struction during May was 
$674,616, down more than $1 
million from April. The Ma^ 
total raised the fiscal year to 
$7,161 million, compared to 
$18,907 million at this time last 
year. 
On the calendar year the total 
valuation at the end of May was 
$4,069 million compared to 
$15,713 million last year at this 
time. 
The May total included 
$263,940 in apartments; $187,830 
in single family home construc­ 
tion, and $95,716 in residential 
alterations.

earthquake that hit Guatemala 
recently was only a few hours 
old. John Singer of Lompoc 
joined hundreds of ham radio 
operators across the country to 
relay news of the tragedy. In 
the days that followed, the 
hams, official and otherwise, 
served as the only link with the 
outside world. 


As a spinoff from that effort 
Singer began a campaign to 
gather vegetable seeds for the 
beleaguered country. More 
than 500 pounds of seeds were 
gathered in Lompoc Valley 
thanks to efforts of Carol Taft, 
Singer’s next door neighbor, 
and a number of individuals and 
organizations including Edward 
Pecyna. Mike Shannon of Del 
Mar Packing Co., and the stu­ 
dents at Buena Vista School in 
Vandenberg Village. 


Last week the gratitude of the 
Guatemala recipients was 
relayed to Buena Vista Students 
by Bela DeRuss, one of the 
chief official radio broad­ 
casters during the quake’s 
aftermath.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Poll reported to­ 
day that Republican Ronald 
Reagan and Democrat Edmund 
G. Brown are widening their 
leads in the closing days before 
the state’s June 8 primary. 
In its final report before the 
primary, the poll also found 
that voters were turning 
against Proposition 15; that 
Democratic U.S. Senate chal­ 
lenger Tom Hayden was gain­ 
ing slightly against incumbent 
John Tunney; and that S I. 
Havakawa headed the list of 


GOP U S Senate hopefuls. 
The poll found that former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
holds a 56-32 lead over Presi­ 
dent Gerald Ford with 12 per 
cent undecided. He thus has 
gained 7 per cent since early in 
May when he held a 49-39 lead. 


Brown holds a solid 51-20 lead 
over Democratic front-runner 
Jimmy Carter, according to the 
poll. Brown led Carter 45-22 in 
early May.

to meet on Africa 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and South African 
Premier B.J. Vorster will meet 
in West Germany June 23-24 to 
discuss the explosive racial 
situation in southern Africa, the 
State Department announced 
today. 


It will be the first meeting 
between the two men and is 
part of a United States cam­ 
paign to bring the white 
m in o rity g o vern m en t in 
Rhodesia to the bargaining 
table with dissident blacks. 


Kissinger has voiced “unre­ 
lenting opposition” by the 
United States to racial oppres­ 
sion by white minorities in 
parts of Africa.

Racial limitation 
told by recruiters 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For­ 
mer recruiters say they were 
ordered to limit the number of 
blacks and other racial minori­ 
ties entering the Marine Corps, 
but senior officers deny the 
orders cam e from the top 
echelons of the Marines. 
The racial disclosure came in 
a House subcommittee investi­ 
gating the corps’ recruiting and 
training practices as a result of 
incidents involving malpractice 
and abuse. 
Two former recruiters testi­ 
fied Thursday, one of them a 
retired master sergeant who 
signed up Pvt. Lynn E. McClure 
for the Marines. McClure, who 
has been described as a mental 
deficient who flunked a mental 
test, was fatally injured in a 
boot camp training incident last 
Ilc « n b w . 
^Harold D. Faulkner, a re­ 
cruiter in Austin, Tex., last fall, 
told the subcommittee that Mc­ 
Clure appeared to him to be an 
average youth. 


He said he had not checked 
with his home town recruiter in 
Lufkin. Tex., as recommended 
to see if he had been previously 
rejected. Nor had he looked into 
McClure’s high school record, 
which might have given him an 
indication of mental deficiency. 
The racial issue came up un­ 
der questioning from Rep. 
Ronald V 
Dellums. D-Calif., 
who said he had been unable to 
get an answer on the subject 
from the Marines despite 
repeated requests. 
“We have been limited” on 
the number of blacks to be 
recruited. Faulkner told Del­ 
lums. “I don’t know where it 
comes from.” 
The retired sergeant said he 
recalled being told by a 
superior on one occasion that 
“we could only put in two 
blacks this month.” but he did 
not remember quotas on other 
occasions. He told reporters 
later the situation existed for 
four or five months in 1975.

Electric bill 
increase seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
average consumer’s monthly 
electric bill will increase about 
$2.80 by 1985 as a result of 
utilities complying with clean 
air and water regulations, the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency estimates. 


EPA administrator Russell 
E. Train said Thursday studies 
show it will cost the electric 
power industry $25 billion in ad­ 
ded capital expenditures be­ 
tween 1975 and 1985 to meet en­ 
vironmental rules. 


Train said the oil refining in­ 
dustry will spend $5.9 billion 
between 1974 and 1983 to protect 
the environment. He said that 
would raise consumer costs 
about one cent per gallon of 
fuel. 


“ In summary, the results 
confirm that environmental 
regulations imposed on these 
two industries are reasonable in 


terms of capital availability, 
product prices at the consumer 
level, and employment im­ 
pact.” Train said.

DETROIT (UPI) — Michigan 
Supreme Court Justice G. Men- 
nen “Soapy" Williams, known 
for his liberal stand on crime, 
proclaimed through bruised and 
stitched lips Thursday that it s 
tim e city d w ellers 
granted “freedom from fear.” 
The six-term governor and 
form er am bassador w as 
mugged by three men Wednes­ 
day night at the townhouse of 
his vacationing secretary, were 
he had gone to pick up the mail 
and water the plants.

dragged him inside, where they 
beat and robbed him and left 
him bound and gagged with a 
pair of woman’s pantyhose over 
his head. He managed to work 
free and phone police. 
His lower lip required seven 
stitches and he suffered facial 
bruises. 
“I was sort of surprised a 
thing of this kind could happen 
On a main street,’’ the 6-foot-3, 
215-pound justice told reporters 
outside Supreme Court cham­ 
bers in Lansing after complet­ 
ing a full morning’s workload 
Thursday.

Hitler watercolor 
goes for $4,000 


NEW YORK (U PI) - A 
watercolor by Adolf Hitter was 
sold at an auction Thursday 
night for $4,000. 


The 10-by-13 inch painting of a 
Munich church, believed done 
between 1914 and 1918. was 
purchased by Keith Wilson, an 
Independence. Mo., lawyer. 


Charles Hamilton Galleries, 
which handled the transaction 
at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, 
said it was the first painting by 
Hilter ever sold at a public auc­ 
tion in the United States. 
The painting was authenticat­ 
ed by Prof. Heinrich Hoffmann, 
Hitler’s official photographer, 
on Dec I. 1939. according to a 
spokesman for Hamilton. 
It was obtained in May 1945, a 
week after the fall of Nazi Ger- 
m a n y , by a U .S . A rm y 
sergeant, as a gift from Hoff­ 
m ann’s hou sek eep er, the 
spokesman said. 


CAIRO (UPI) — Egypt has 
condemned Syria’s invasion of 
Lebanon and said it supports a 
Palestinian call for collective 
Arab peacemaking in the strife- 
torn country. 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Innail Fahmi, in a letter to 
Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad Thursday night, 
denounced the Syrian interven­ 
tion as a “cancer eating up 
Lebanon. 
“The recent military inter­ 
vention has escalated openly to 
the point where it poses not only 
the threat of an occupation of 
Lebanon against the will of the 
majority of its people ... but 
also threatens bloody massac­ 
res. which in reality would be a 
war of extermination," Fahmi 
said, without mentioning Syria 
by name. 
He also charged that the in­ 
tervention took place “with the 
open or tacit blessings of cer­ 
tain circles which cannot be 
described as keen (M i the preser­ 
vation of Arab interests ” 
Government 
sources said 
Fahmi was referring mainly to 
Israel and the United States 


Syria has poured 12,000 troops 
into Lebanon trying to end the 
14-month-old civil war between 
Christian rightists and Moslem 
leftists. 
In his letter. Fahmi backed 
the Palestine Liberation Organ­ 
ization’s call for an urgent 
foreign ministers conference to 
launch a pan-Arab initiative 
supplanting Syria's current 
role. 
Egypt threw its weight 
behind the PLO. which is 
aligned with Lebanese leftist 
factions in opposition to Syria, 
after 300 Arab students oc­ 
cupied the Syrian Embassy in 
Cairo for three hours Thursday 
morning to protest the Syrian 
invasion. 
Arab diplomatic sources said 
Iraq. South Yemen and Yemen 
also have advised the league of 
their agreement to an all-Arab 
conference. 
But the sources were skepti­ 
cal about the chances of suc­ 
cess of such a conference, if it 
materializes, because of Syria’s 
apparent determination to go 
through with its singlehanded 
action in Lebanon. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
centive price cuts to auto 
dealers and suppliers of home 
building materials helped hold 
the increase in wholesale prices 
to 0.3 per cent in May, less than 
half the rate for April, the 
Labor Department reported to­ 
day. 
The May increase dropped 
from 0.8 per cent in April and 
indicated any renewed inflation 
would be stalled until at least 
late summer. 
President Ford has called an 
economic summit with U.S. 
trading partners later this 
month to discuss the prospect 
of renewed inflation that could 
thwart the economic recovery, 
now in its second year. 
May’s unusual price declines 
for lumber products and tran­ 
sportation equipment pre­ 
vented an anticipated sharper 
increase in the Wholesale Price 
Index, which stood at 181.8 on a 
1967 scale of IOO The WPI was 
up only 5 per cent from a year 
ago. 
But government analysts said 
price rises for steel, copper, 
lead and other metals estab­ 
lished a “ stubborn” in­ 
flationary trend that would 
show up later this summer in 
finished metal products such as 
refrigerators, stoves, cars and 
housing materials. 
The WPI measures prices 
that producers charge for sales 
in large quantities to wholesa­ 
lers. jobbers and distributors. 
The prices ultimately will be 
passed on to consumers at the 
retail level. 
A department analyst said 
auto manufacturers offered 
price cuts in the form of 
rebates and other incentives to 
auto dealers to encourage retail 
sales of new cars in the closing 
months of the model year. The 
analyst said these spring incen­ 
tiv e s, which used to be 
traditional, had not been of­ 
fered for the past two or three 
years. 
Wholesale prices of lumber 
and wood products also fell in 
May because of excess building 
supplies due to the weak home 
construction market. Builders 
have begun construction again 
and wholesalers were taking 
advantage of the renewed de­ 


mand for sales to clear inven­ 
tories. 
These reductions helped hold 
the rise in industrial com­ 
modities, which compose 77 per 
cent of the WPI, to an increase 


of 0.1 per cent. The food sector 
of the index increased 0.6 per 
cent, while processed foods and 
feeds rose 1.3 per cent. These 
increases were down sharply 
from April. 
Air crash on Guam 
kills 46 workers 


AGANA, Guam (UPI) — An 
Air Manila plane chartered by 
an American construction com­ 
pany crashed and exploded to­ 
day on takeoff from Guam air­ 
port, killing 46 persons. 
Airport authorities said there 
were no survivors among the 45 
persons on the Lockheed 
Electra aircraft. The 46th vic­ 
tim was an unidentified local 
man who was killed on the 
ground when the plane hit his 
vehicle. 
Officials said all of the pas­ 
sengers on the chartered air­ 
craft were Filipino contract 
workers. Nine were under con­ 
tract with the U.S. Federal 
Aviation Authority and the rest 
worked for a private company. 
In Honolulu, a Federal Avia; 
tion Authority spokesm an 
denied reports that any of his 
a g en cy ’s personnel w ere 
aboard the plane. 
W itnesses said the four- 
engine turboprop aircraft was 
only a few feet from the ground 
when it suddenly fell bade onto 
the end of the 10,000-foot 
runway and bounced across a 
highway. 
The plane, carrying 33 pas­ 
sengers and 12 crew members.

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Court rules oil firms 
need not tell reserves 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Oil companies need not disclose 
publicly detailed information 
about their natural gas reser­ 
ves, a federal app*3)8 court has 
ruled. 
The U S. Court of Appeals for 
the 9th Circuit held Thursday 
that the Federal Power Com­ 
mission must hold further hear­ 
ings before requiring the com­ 
panies to file such information 
with the commission 
The court said the FPC’s rule 
about the public status of such 
information was “arbitrary and 
capricious” and that the 
public's right to know could be 
protected in some other way. 
On April 15,1974, the commis- 
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sion ordered the oil companies 
to fill in annually a new form 
which would give detailed infor­ 
mation about the gas reserves. 
Nineteen companies filed suit 
asking the court to set aside the 
commission orders The suits 
were consolidated. 
The appellate court rejected 
the companies' contention that 
the commission did not have 
the authority to require the in­ 
formation but said it had not 
submitted sufficient evidence 
to support its claims concern­ 
ing the regulation 
The court also recognized the 
disclosure of this information 
would cause “substantial com­ 
petitive harm".

I taught from 1959 to 1963 
on provisional certificates until I 
received my Bachelor of Education 
degree from Cal Poly in 1963, then con­ 
tinued to teach through 1964. 
In 1965,1 received U.S. Labor Depart­ 
ment training to help youth and 
minorities. Next, I worked as social 
worker in this county from 1966 until 
fired in 1969 for speaking before the 
Board of Supervisors to get school 
clothes for needy children and vocational 
training for their parents; the state hear­ 
ing decision on my firing stated that I 
was an able and devoted worker and 
could work in any county but Santa Bar­ 
bara County. 
In 1971, Eugene Morgan and I were 
remarried. It was 1973 and the super­ 
visors’ 69 per cent raise, which I helped 
defeat, that first got me interested in 
politics. Having confronted the many 
bureaucratic techniques used to sup­ 
press truth and inhibit inquiry during the 
past three years, I discovered my firing 
to be just another of these techniques 
(rule speaker out of order, use time 
limit, belittle speaker, ignore questions, 
unpublished meetings, meetings at in­ 
convenient hour, move item to another 
day, abstaining only restraint to conflict 
of interest, polls and petitions ignored). 
The bewilderment in society is due to 
this manipulation to manage our con­ 
sent. We cannot control any facet of our 
government without effective com­ 
munication with our elected officials. I 
am running for Fourth District Super­ 
visor to eliminate these “input in­ 
hibitors” and to restore residents’ par-

ticipation in their county government. 
Most pressing issue in Guadalupe is 
more and better housing. When doing 
social work, I had two houses condemned 
by the Health Department; when a house 
is condemned, a landlord has to make 
house fit for habitation or tear it down. I 
would enforce this housing code and 
work to get funding for new housing. 
With South’s desire for water 
moratorium and Lompoc’s desire for a 
dangerous dam, I see the LNG (liquefied 
natural gas) plant at Pt. Conception, 
with its desalting of water, as the answer 
to our other three big issues: More 
water, more employment and lower 
taxes. 
Our backgrounds, our reasons for run­ 
ning for supervisor, and our issues are 
for naught, if your supervisor does not 
seek the truth. For oveF two years, I’ve 


done much research and information 
gathering to better inform the public 
concerning their city and county govern­ 
ment. I have then attended meetings to 
fight against injustices our represen­ 
tatives were putting on you. I learn the 
facts by getting agendas, budgets, digg­ 
ing for the rules pertaining to the 
problems, attending many government 
meetings, and contacting all the people I 
possibly can, who are involved in the 
problem. If my reasoning and facts were 
sloppy or untrue, my opponents would 
have very quickly informed the public. I 
feel my work has gained much 
credibility with the public over the past 
two years. This bicentennial year I 
would like to eliminate the “input in­ 
hibitors” and bring back freedom of 
speech and residents’ participation in 
Santa Barbara County government.

Robert C. Lilley is a life-long resident 
of Lompoc Valley.

Following is his answer to the 
question: 
Thank you for the opportunity to res­ 
pond to the question “why do you want to 
be our County Supervisor?’’

Art Scott has been a resident of Santa 
Barbara County for 17 years. He is in the 
real estate business, a former aerospace 
employe and a homeowner. He also is a 
veteran of the Korean conflict. 
He was a member of the Lompoc City 
Council from 1968 to 1976, and during this 
period was chosen by the Council 
members to be mayor on three separate 
occasions. 
He was co-chairman of the Space Shut­

Up to that time, 
I felt that involvement in government 
was like pouring sand down a gopher 
hole . that nothing anyone in government 
could do made any difference or changed 
anything for the better; that nobody 
cared. 
One day as I was returning from 
Washington, D C. on city business. I met 
former Senator Eugene McCarthy on the 
plane. We began a discussion about the 
various levels of government. After our 
talk. I began to understand from an en­ 
tirely different perspective that local 


and county governments afford citizens 
such as you and me the best opportunity 
to still exercise some control over our 
destinies. 


I believe Washington is too far 
removed from the people and that we are 
often pawns used by huge powers. State 
government is too bureaucratic to be 
very effective within local or county 
parameters. 
If I’m going to continue contributing 
anything worthwhile for others in my 
lifetime, it can be at the county level of 
government. That’s why I’m a candidate 
for Fourth District Supervisor. 
I’ve had to make another decision. 
What did I want to do with the rest of my 
life? There s a certain ego trip in making 
money. But a fortune can be made or lost 
overnight. And you can’t take it with you.

She holds an AA degree 
from UC Berkeley, a BA from UC Santa 
Barbara, a master of religious education 
from Fuller Seminary in Pasadena 
(1956). 
She has taught in junior high schools in 
Santa Maria, Pasadena and San Bruno 
and has been employed for the past five 
years on a limited time basis as an 
English teacher in the Pregnant Minors 
Program in Lompoc. 
She has been active in PTA, Friends of 
the Library, Children’s Home Society, 
Lompoc Mental Health Association, 
Lompoc Status of Women Task Force 
and the Lompoc-Vandenberg Branch of 
American Association of University 
Women. 
She and her husband Ernest have lived 
in Lompoc since 1962 They have two 
children: Greg, 14 and Keith, ll. 


Her answer is as follows: 
The question as to why I want to be 
county supervisor is perhaps the single 
most important one I have to answer in 
this campaign The evolution of my deci­ 
sion to enter the campaign took several 
factors into consideration. Among them 
were my commitment to good govern­ 
ment in the Fourth District — par­ 
ticularly planning, fiscal responsibility, 
and responsiveness — and a considera­ 


tion of the qualifications of the other can­ 
didates. 
In the past several years, I have 
become concerned about issues affecting 
us locally and on a state and national 
basis. I have joined in stands on such 
matters as the Harris Grade Freeway, 
Lompoc Dam, Coastal Commission, 
preservation of prime agricultural land, 
property taxes, consumer bills, and so 
on. I have also felt that the people’s voice 
is largely missing in the Fourth District 
and would like to remedy this and that 
the District needs a full-time supervisor, 
such as I would be. 
I entered the race late because I was 
hoping a candidate would appear whom I 
could support. However, no one came on 
the scene whom I felt would really repre­ 
sent our area. The real estate interests 
of Art Scott and Bob Lilley concerned 
me. I felt there would be an inherent con­ 
flict of interest in their sitting on the 
supervisor’s seat — one which might 
deprive the Fourth District of a vital 
vote on some issues More recently I 
wonder about the money being poured 
into their campaigns: 120,500 for LUley 
and $15,000 for Scott as of May 24 A 
large amount of Lilley’s money is from 
outside the Fourth District, i.e. Los 
Angeles oil, Oxnard construction, Santa 
Maria trucking. Both have money com­ 
ing from real estate interests, which 
seem to substantiate my earlier con­ 
cerns about their adequacy to represent 
us.

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Harrises argue can't 
get fair trial for year 
the better h alf

Elizabeth Ray may have taken typing 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
members William and Emily 
Harris argue they are so 
notorious because of their as­ 
sociation with Patricia Hearst 
they cannot get a fair trial for 
at least a year. 
The Harrises cite a poll of 
prospective jurors in which 96 
per cent knew who they were, 
69 per cent think they are guilty 
and 25 per cent think they 
should get the death penalty or 
life in prisbn with no chance of 
parole. 
The poll was submitted 
Thursday to a court hearing at 
which the Harrises appealed for 
a delay of at least a year in 
their trial on ll counts of rob­ 
bery, assault and kidnap for an 
alleged SLA crime spree with 
Miss Hearst. The hearing was 
continued until Monday. 
Miss Hearst is a codefendant 
with the Harrises, her former 
alleged kidnapers and revolu­ 
tionary comrades, but she is ex­ 
pected to receive a separate 
trial. 
A similar argument is being 
made on her behalf. Miss 
Hearses lawyer has said he

does not expect her ever to 
come to trial on the state 
charges against her — she has 
already been convicted of bank 
robbery in a federal court — 
because it would be impossible 
to find impartial jurors. 
Financed by a $5,930 grant 
from the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, the telephone poll 
covered 820 registered voters — 
from whom jurors are chosen 
— selected at random and 
asked 40 questions, including 
several on the Harrises. 
Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler denied such a request 
earlier but permitted another 
motion. 
Dr. Howard E. Freeman, a 
UCLA sociology professor 
called by the defense, testified 
that the public sees them in an 
“extremely negative” light, es­ 
timating it will take six months 
to a year for the publicity sur­ 
rounding them and the SLA- 
Hearst case to subside. 
The judge asked whether, 
even if the delay were granted, 
the approach of the postponed 
trial would not set off a new 
round of news stories, changing 
nothing. 
He also noted that 57 per cent 
of those surveyed in the defense 
poll said they could put aside 
their present beliefs to judge 
the Harrises on the evidence. 
Prosecutor Sam Mayerson 
called the defense arguments a 
threat to the judicial system.

Donald Payne, a former 
teacher at the school, said he 
remembers Miss Ray, known 
here as Betty Lou, but could not 
.be certain she was in his typing 


classes. 
“I remember the girl but I 
really don’t remember that 
much about her,” said Payne in 
a telephone interview from his 
Spartanburg, S.C., office. “I 
taught typing, bookkeeping and 
shorthand. I feel sure she was 
probably in my class.” 
But he said he could' not 


remember if he taught her typ­ 
ing or one of the other courses. 
"By her being in the Business 
Education Club,” Payne said, 
“I think it would be safe to as­ 
sume that she had typing.” 
"She would have been capa­ 
ble of typing,” he said. “But it s 
quite possible she never 
achieved proficiency in it.”

Some Welfare Department 
and Health Department offices 
have been closed by the strike, 
which began Wednesday, but 
most other county services 
were unaffected. 
Some 6.500 Southern Illinois 
coal miners were off the job to­ 
day in a spreading wildcat 
walkout triggered by the firing 
of one miner, who supposedly 
cursed the mine manager. 
Thomas Shoemake, Herrin, 
111., a subdistrict board mem­ 
ber of the UMW in Illinois, said 
he had met with miners and 
was to meet with them again to­ 
day in efforts to end the 
walkout. 
“A boss cussing a miner or a 
miner cussing a boss is nothing 
new in the mining industry or 
any other industry for that mat­ 
ter," he said. 
Miners returned to work for 
two coal companies near 
Charleston. W.Va., after a 
federal court judge suspended 
five-day sentences imposed on 
18 miners for criminal con­ 
tempt. One miner remained in 
jail because federal officials 
said he was sought as being 
AWOL from the Army. 
Bloodworm diggers resumed 


digging in the tidal flats on the 
coast of Maine Thursday, 
ending a two-week strike in 
which they won a half-cent per 
worm pay increase. 
The Newspaper Guild struck 
Time Inc. publications Thurs­ 
day and set up picket lines at 
the Time-Life Building in New 
York City. The walkout in­ 
volves employes of Time, Peo­ 
ple. Sports Illustrated, Fortune 
and Money magazines and 
Time-Life Books. 
Lingering strikes plagued 
four major tiremakers — 
Firestone, Goodyear, B F. Goo­ 
drich and Uniroyal — and the 
Anheuser-Busch brewing com­ 
pany. 
Elsewhere, New York City 
officials sought to avert strikes 
that could cripple 70 hospitals 
in the metropolitan area and 
Trans World Airlines faced the 
threat of a Saturday walkout by 
flight attendants. 
Reno, Nev., roofers struck to 
support demands for a new con­ 
tract.

Both the defense and prosecu­ 
tion ended their final argu­ 
ments Thursday afternoon and 
U.S. Eastern District Court 
Judge Franklin T. Dupree said 
he would give the jury the case 
today. 
The IO, all former or present 


members of the military, were 
named in a March federal 
grand jury indictment with 
bringing 166 kilograms (about 
332 pounds) of heroin into the 
country in the false bottoms of 
luggage, through the mails ami 
in the false bottoms of furniture 
during 1974 and 1975. 
Charged in the indictment 
with masterminding the opera­ 
tion is Leslie “ Ike” Atkinson, a 
former Army sergeant from 
Goldsboro currently serving a 
19-year sentence at an Atlanta 
federal prison for importing 


heroin. 
On trial on charges of helping 
Atkinson run the operation 
from behind bars, are his 
daughter and son in law, 
Michael and Sharon Arrington 
of Raleigh. 
Others on trial are Army Sgt. 
William Kelly Brown, 38, of 
Augusta, Ga.; William Thomas, 
40, of Goldsboro; James McAr­ 
thur, 40. of Fayetteville; Army 
Warrant Officer William 
Wright, SO, of Washington, 
DC.; Air Force Sgt. Charles 
Murphy Gillis; 36, of Golds­ 


boro; Rudolph Valention Jen­ 
nings, 49, of Goldsboro and 
Monroe Lorenzo Martin of Long 
Beach, Calif. 


In concluding his case Thurs­ 
day, Atkinson said the 17 days 
of testimony had only exposed 
the surface of the operation. 


“ That’s the tip of the 
iceberg,” said U.S. Attorney 
Joseph Dean after reviewing 
the evidence against each 
defendants. 


The prosecution’s case was 


based heavily on the testimony 
of Freddie Clay Thornton. 40, of 
Detroit, who pleaded guilty to 
smuggling heroin and agreed to 
testify in exchange for a recom­ 
mendation that he be given 
probation. 


In their closing statements, 
each of the six defense at­ 
torneys attacked Thornton s 
credibility, saying he admitted 
lying before a grand jury and 
had deceived federal drug 
agents who thought he was 
cooperating with them.

They packed the tiny Thompson Park 
bleachers a full I Mi hours before game 
time, squeezed together along the 
sideline fences, and spread out in a solid 
ring around the outfield fence. 
Softball fans, 1,500 or so of them, came 
to watch an historic game—Cabrillo vs. 
Lompoc for the CIF Southern Section 3-A 
championship. They were expecting an 
exciting game, and nobody went away 
disappointed in that respect. 
The Cabrillo Conqs. who just a couple 
weeks ago were crossing their fingers 
hoping to get an invitation to the playoffs, 
upset the top-seeded Braves 1-0. 
The biggest hit in the biggest game 
was delivered by the littlest person on 
the field Cabrillo sophomore shortstop 
Sue Strain, who earlier in the game had 
committed two errors and had struck out 
twice, made up for all that. With a run­ 
ner on third, two out and a 2-2 count on 
her in the bottom of the sixth, Strain 
singled home Lisa Boyer. 
“ It was a change-up,” said Strain, 
answering the question that tradition 
says must be asked of all Big Game hit­ 
ting heroes. 
Strain lined Jan Jeffers’ change-up 
over third base and watched as it plop­ 
ped directly onto the leftfield foul line. 
Lompoc's title hopes went up in a puff of 
white chalk dust. 
How one pitch can turn a game and a 
season around. Lompoc catcher Angie 
Mangum had called for a rise, but Je f­ 
fers wanted to throw the change, a pitch 
that had kept the Conqs off-balance all 
afternoon 
But Strain was ready for it, because 
Conq catcher Mel Bland had warned her 
to be ready for it. Ironically, Bland and 
Jeffers are good friends and bat- 
terymates on summer all-star teams. 
“ Mel told me to look for the change- 
up.” said Strain. 
Naturally the script called for the 
Braves to go down fighting in the top of 
the seventh. Leadoff batter Sherri 
Carroll got an infield hit and moved to 
third on a sacrifice bunt and a passed 
ball. 
With two out. Carmela Martinez, with 
about 14 tons of pressure on her 
shoulders, hit a solid line drive — but 
right to centerfielder Margie Phipps. 
The Conqs pocketed the first C IF 
championship in the 11-year history of 
the school, and the girls celebrated ac­ 
cordingly after the last out. 
And. nicest of all, the players from 
both teams shook hands, hugged and con­ 
gratulated each other on a great season 
and a great game. 
"They have a lot of respect for each 
other.” said Conq coach Marti Bittman. 
“ They’re friends ” 
Game announcer Don McIntyre of 
Cabrillo said something to the effect that 
nobody really lost the game, everyone 
won. Pure com. But true. 


“ I’m in seventh heaven,” said Bittman 
as she stood, dazed, fielding a procession 
of handshakes, hugs and kisses. 
Across the field in the Lompoc dugout, 
coach Dave Benchoff slumped on the 
bench. 
“ I take the blame,” he said evenly, 
referring to a crucial third-inning play. 
Martinez was on second base with just 
one out when Susan Imano pushed a nice 
bunt between thirdbasewoman Lori Klitz 
and pitcher Carolyn Norris. Benchoff, 
coaching third, waved Martinez around 
third and into home. Klitz picked up the 
ball and fired to Bland in time to nail the 
diving Martinez. 
“ I thought the bunt was going to keep 
rolling,” said Benchoff. “ The girl (Klitz) 
had to go back and pick it up, and then 
make a beautiful throw home. Eighty 
per cent of the time we’d score on that, 
but the thirdbaseman made a beautiful 
play.” 
Ironically (there’s that word again), it 
was a throwing error by Klitz in the first 
Lompoc-Cabrillo game this year that 
helped pave the way for a Lompoc win. 
All is forgiven, Lori. 
In five previous meetings between the 
two teams (three last year, two this 
year), the Conqs were 0-for-5. 
“ That’s what I was worried about, was 
the percentages,” said Benchoff. 
The game was a classic pitchers’ duel 
between Jeffers and Norris, who was the 
pitcher of record in all those five 
previous losses to Lompoc. They were 
both on. 
Jeffers, a junior, showed how she 
pitched four stright shutouts in the 
playoffs. When she wild-pitched Boyer 
to third base in that sixth inning, it was 
the first batter to reach third against 
Lompoc in the playoffs. 
Jan had IO strikeouts in the first four 
innings. With the exception of Phipps' 
questionable infield single in the second, 
Jeffers was pitching a perfect game until 
Boyer’s big double in the eighth. And 
that ball looked like it could have been 
caught. Jeffers threw IO pitches all day 
that were not strikes 
Norris made up for a lot of frustration 
with a gutty performance. She walked 
just one batter, and only one of the five 
hits she allowed was a clean, untainted, 
solid base hit. 
The Braves put runners in scoring 
position four times, but each time Norris 
worked her way out of a jam. 
“ It’s the best she s pitched all year,” 
understated Bittman. 
Any fans who enjoyed yesterday’s 
game might want to tune in again next 
year. Only five of the 18 starters 
(including Norris) graduate. 
And since the Valley teams compiled a 
27-1 record against outside opponents 
this season (Lompoc lost 2-1 to San 
Luis), prospects don’t look too bad for 
next year.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Senate has delayed expected 
passage of its proposed $12.88 
billion version of the 1976-77 
state budget until next week. 
Action on the huge spending 
program was delayed Thursday 
after the Senate voted 19-16 to 
delete $1.5 million earmarked 
for a new state coastal commis­ 
sion to regulate development 
along the seashore—a con­ 
troversial proposal which the 
legislature has not yet ap­ 
proved. 
At the same time, the Senate 
approved Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .’s legislation granting 
nearly all state employes a flat 
$70-per-month salary increase 
starting next month. The con­ 
troversial $272 million pay raise 
bill (SB1555) was sent to the As­ 
sembly on a 28-7 vote. 
Sen. Dennis Carpenter, R- 
Newport Beach, sought the 
commission deletion. He de­ 
scribed the appropriation as an 
improper attempt to make it 
easier to enact the pending 
conservationist-sponsored coa­ 
stline protection legislation. 
The coastal bill, without the 
$1.5 million, requires only a 
simple m ajority, but if the 
financing had to be included as 
part of the legislation, passage 
would require a two-thirds 
majority. 
‘‘Sure it's good politics, sure 
it makes it easier to get the bill 
passed, but it’s not right." 
Carpenter said about the $1.5 
million appropriation. 
In his budget, Brown original­ 
ly proposed only a $204 million 
state employe pay increase 
which would provide an aver­ 
age five per cent raise for each 
employe. 
But he sweetened the pack­ 
age to $242 million on the condi­ 
tion that it be distributed as a 
flat $70 raise to most workers 
with the aim of helping the 
lowest paid employes at a time 
of high inflation. 
The budget-writing commit­ 
tees of both houses earlier 
rejected the flat pay raise 
proposal, opting for the tradi­ 
tional percentage raise based 
on an employe’s salary,.

For some time, the Lompoc 
Record has maintained that 
endorsing a candidate in a 
primary election in which 
more than two persons were 
running for an office could 
well leave us “‘hanging out” 
come November if our first 
choice were not elected in 
June. 
That philosophy has guided 
our endorsement policy to the 
point in time when it becomes 
better sense and possibly more 
responsible to do otherwise. 
Thus, we find ourselves in a 
position this year of not only 
endorsing in the primary, but 
of endorsing two persons. A 
cop out? Perhaps. 
Art Scott and Bob Lilley, we 
feel, are clearly the two most 
qualified persons running for 
the office of county super­ 
visor, fourth district. Both 
men have participated in 
government for a number of 
years and both men well un­ 
derstand what is required of a 
person playing the political 
game. 
Lilley has been a county 
planning commissioner for 
nearly 12 years, and was a 
Lompoc planner for several 
years before that. In addition 
he was instrumental in for­ 
m ulating Lom poc’s first 
general plan and zoning or­ 
dinances. And to be sure, a 
background in planning is 
crucial for any supervisorial 
candidate hoping to unders­ 
tand and direct the future of 
Santa B arbara County 
generally, as well as the 
Fourth District specifically. 
Art Scott has proven himself 
more than an able politician 
and administrator in his deal­ 
ings with both city, state and 
national governmental en­ 
tities. He has served as mayor 
of Lompoc for three one-year 
terms and has been elected to 
city council twice in eight 
years. He was instrumental in 
getting the space shuttle to 
Vandenberg AFB and in keep­ 
ing it here when the picture 
was less than promising. He is 
not short of political acumen. 


Additionally, he has worked 
diligently as a member of the 
County Water Advisory Com­ 
mittee toward establishing an 
equitable pricing structure for 
supplemental state water, and 
has been a guiding force 
within the Northern California 
Power Agency which seeks to 
compete with PG&E for Lom­ 
poc’s electrical business. 
Clearly, both men have paid 
what obligatory dues are 
necessary for the job. Both 
know how to get the job done. 
If we have a hang-up, and we 
must admit to one, it lies with 
their backgrounds in the real 
estate business. 
We are not at all satisfied 
that either person would be 
able to look at a potential 
development as objectively 
and without predetermina­ 
tions as may be necessary in 
Santa Barbara County’s im­ 
mediate future. Controlled 
development has become the 
political cliche of the year and 
really says nothing about what 
could be sacrificed and what 
would be preserved, at 
whatever cost. Tile doubt is 
there and yet other considera­ 
tions and qualifications must 
take precedence in this in­ 
stance. 
Either man is qualified, im­ 
minently. Both Would do a 
good job of fairly representing 
the interests of the Fourth 
District. Lilley has had the 
more experience at the county 
governm ent 
le v el. 
His 
philosophy may be more im­ 
bedded and less apt to be 
changed by argument, which 
can be good or bad. 
Scott may be more open 
minded about issues as a 
result of not serving the 
county previously and he may 
understand less the power 
structures which may or may 
not stand in his way in getting 
what can and must be gotten 
for the Fourth District. 
Thus, we have little problem 
in recommending for your con­ 
sideration either of these two 
men. We feel one or the other 
should win.

Campaign pettiness 


In these last days of a heated cam­ 
paign for political office, one can certain­ 
ly expect the poor voter to be wearing a 
beleaguered and bewildered look until he 
steps out of the ballot box. 
Attempting to define positions of can­ 
didates in the last days of effort is ex­ 
tremely difficult. Some candidates main­ 
tain a definitive policy 
stand, others sway far 
right and left like a 
pendulum on a clock 
We sometimes think 
that they believe if 
they say it last, it will 
be believed. 
We 
p e r so n a lly 
become upset over 
candidates and their 
supporters continually 
attacking their oppo­ 
nents over the number 
and source of their 
political contributions. For certain there 
was a day. many a day, in our political 
history that candidates were signed, 
sealed, delivered and paid for by one or a 
few with plenty of bucks. Candidates 
were manufactured by the interest 
group, financed, and unfortunately, 
usually won. 
Over the past years, particularly since 
Watergate, a lot of tightening up has 
been accomplished legislatively to over­ 
come this practice and we think it is 
pretty tight. Any interested citizen who 
has pored over the forms that must be 
completed by political candidates and 
their committees will know what we are 
talking about. 
What upsets us to some extent is the 
assumption that this or that candidate 
can be bought with a contribution. Why 
doesn’t the assumption simply be that 
the candidate is supported by the con­ 
tributor, not bought? If the assumption is 
that they are bought, say by real estate 
interests on one side, isn’t it just as fair

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CIA-DIA bickering 


WASHINGTON - The recent in­ 
telligence revelations have intensified 
the backroom bickering between the 
Central Intelligence Agency and Defense 
Intelligence Agency, a smoldering, sub­ 
terranean feud of charge and 
countercharge, of snoop and counter­ 
snoop. 
The CIA finally sum­ 
marized its grievances 
late last year in a top- 
secret report, criticiz­ 
ing the DIA’s handling 
of intelligence, charg­ 
ing that it merely 
duplicates the CIA’s 
functions and calling 
for a drastic shakeup 
of the intelligence 
community. 
The 
“ Taylor 
Report,” named for 
Project Director Ed­ 
mund Taylor of the CIA, recommended 
that all intelligence resources should be 
placed under a general intelligence 
director. 
Under the Taylor plan, the director 
would manage both the CIA and DIA, 
with complete control over the in­ 
telligence budget. He would make his 
headquarters presumably at the CIA 
center in Langley, Va. 
Financially speaking, the plan is at­ 
tractive to the CIA, which now receives 
only about 20 per cent of the national in­ 
telligence budget. For the Taylor 
reorganization would put the CIA clique 


in the dominant position. 
The Taylor Report sharply criticized 
the quality of U.S. intelligence, par­ 
ticularly that produced by the DIA. The 
document charged that the overlapping 
intelligence effort produced conflicting 
reports, created dangerous confusion, 
prevented coordination and created a 
false sense of security. 
The top-secret report produced an 
almighty howl from the Pentagon’s in­ 
telligence chiefs, who complained that it 
was inaccurate, unfair and one-sided. 
The intelligence programs outside the 
CIA, they insisted, were well conducted 
and coordinated. In any event, they 
argued that the real issue wasn’t control 
over intelligence but the excesses of the 
intelligence agencies. 
Hie Taylor Report was submitted to 
President Ford, who asked for another, 
inter-agency report presenting all sides. 
The second report offered a range of 
alternatives for the President to choose 
from. Intelligence sources tell us they 
are d issa tisfied with the few 
organizational changes that have been 
made. These changes won’t strengthen 
the main failings, they say, where 
national security is at stake. 
Beyond this, security prevents us from 
discussing the failings more specifically. 
FUDDLE FACTOR - Below the top 
layer of government are a host of 
anonymous deputies and assistants, 
faceless men and women with unseen 
power, who often pull the strings that 
cause the leaders to move. 


One of the second-level sachems at the 
Commerce Department, for example, is 
the assistant secretary for domestic and 
international business. He is largely in­ 
visible to the voting public, but he 
carries a big stick. He can make his in­ 
fluence felt in business circles around 
the world. 
Ex-Vice President Spiro Agnew during 
his glory days installed Tilton Dobbin in 
this strategic post. After Agnew fell 
from grace, Dobbin helped the deposed 
and disgraced Agnew make some inter­ 
national business contacts. 
Word 
of 
the 
Dobbin-Agnew 
relationship reached Rogers Morton, 
then the commerce secretary, who quiet­ 
ly got rid of Dobbin. But unknown to 
Mortem, Dobbin’s loyal assistant, John 
Gleason, stayed on as a deputy assistant 
secretary. Thus Agnew still has a good 
connection at Commerce. • 
Dobbin was replaced, meanwhile, by 
Travis Reed. He quickly became known 
inside the Commerce Department as 
“Travelin’ Travis.” During his first five 
months on the job. he took 13 trips. Many 
times he found an excuse to fly to his ski 
chalet in Idaho. 
Reed also maneuvered Treasury 
Secretary William Simon into inviting 
him on a Middle Eastern tour. Simon had 
asked for Charles Hostler, an expert on 
Middle East commerce. 
As Hostler’s superior, Reed said he 
wouldn’t let Hostler go unless he could 
go along, too. After some bureaucratic 
maneuvering between aides, Simon 


wound up signing an invitation for Reed 
to join him on the trip. 
Because it appeared that Simon was 
specifically requesting Reed, the new 
C o m m erce 
S e c r e t a r y , 
E l l io t 
Richardson, approved his travel — 
despite the fact that Richardson con­ 
sidered Reed’s rovings already exces­ 
sive. 
From the Middle East. Reed cabled 
back his intention to take a side trip to 
Paris. This was too much for the Com­ 
merce brass, who turned him down. In a 
snit. Reed fired off his resignation by 
cable to Washington. It was happily ac­ 
cepted. 
But the crafty Reed had made 
arrangements for his political future. He 
not only had retained Dobbin’s man, 
John Gleason, but had promoted him. 
So the grateful Gleason owed Reed a 
favor. The favor was to install a new 
Commerce field office in Boise, Id. And 
who was the new Idaho office manager? 
Reed’s special assistant, William Glas- 
sford. 
Now Glassford can move freely 
throughout the Idaho business com­ 
munity spreading the good word about 
Travis Reed. For Travelin’ Travis has 
started traveling around Idaho preparing 
to run for political office. 
Footnote: Reed defended his travel 
as a necessary part of his job. Both Reed 
and Gleason also denied setting up the 
Idaho office as a political move. Dobbin 
and Gleason said they had done no 
special favors for Spiro Agnew.

It is expected that ten million 
people will see the show live, and a 
hundred million on television. If it rains 
on July 4, people in this part of the world 
will simply cancel the bicentennial. 
Much less publicized is an idea that 
originated with Mr. Duane La Fleche of 
the Albany Times Union, and was 
developed by Louis Tucker and John 
H.G. Pell, respectively the executive 
director and chairman of New York’s 
Bicentennial Commission. It revolves 
around a barge. A huge barge. Almost as 
long as a football field, and almost half 
as wide. It used to carry railroad trains 
on the Hudson River, and for over a year 
they have been working on it, equipping 
it as a floating museum wherein to 
portray the life of the generation of New 
Yorkers who lived through the American 
Revolution. 
On June 3. it will open to the public at

New York City’s own perpetual nautical 
dream child, the Southport Sea Museum. 
It will then begin its leisurely course up 
the great waterways of New York State, 
scorning neither metropolis nor hamlet. 


The day after the Declaration was 
signed. John Adams, in Philadelphia for 
the occasion wrote to his wife Abigail in 
Braintree that that day in July would be 
“the most memorable epocha (sic) in 
the history of America. I am apt to 
believe that it will be celebrated by suc­ 
ceeding generations as the great an­ 
niversary festival. It (Hight to be com­ 
memorated as the day of deliverance by 
solemn acts of devotion to God 
Almighty. It ought to be solemnized with 
pomp and parade, with shows, games, 
sports, guns, bells, bonfires, and il­ 
luminations from one end of this conti­ 
nent to the other, from this time forward 
forevermore.” 


When John Adams wrote those words, 
the elation must have caused his pen to 
quiver. The language is different in spirit 
from that of the Provincial Congress of 
New York which one week later ratified 
the Declaration of Independence. There 
was more sobriety in their words. 
“ Resolved, unanimously, that the 
reasons assigned by the Continental 
Congress for declaring the United 
Colonies free and independent states, are 
cogent and conclusive; and that while we 


lament the cruel necessity which has 
rendered that measure unavoidable, we 
approve the same, and will, at the risk of 
our lives and fortunes, join with the 
other colonies in supporting it.” 
The unfolding drama of the next 15 
years evolves now in five exhibitions on 
the Big Barge. The first is on the theme 
of social dissent and impending conflict. 
The second on armed rebellion — one 
third of all the fighting was done on the 
soil of New York State The third on the 
reconstruction of social order. And the 
fourth on the establishment of enduring 
political institutions and ideals. 
The simple, homely, utilitarian barge 
should transfuse some of Adams’ 
idealism and spirit into a state that 
sometimes seems to be the nerve center 
of American demoralization. It appears, 
on reading the papers superficially, that 
half of New York’s officials are under in­ 
dictment. and that the other half found 
loopholes. It isn t as bad as that, but it is 
time not only for all the festivity en­ 
visioned by John Adams, but for a great 
deal of introspection. The Barge is by 
New Yorkers for New Yorkers. But I’m 
sure that non-New Yorkers are entirely 
welcome. So put it down on your 
itinerary.
